Communists 
Believe War 
Inevitable 


New York. Jan. 3 — (.<P)— Most 


communist diplorrats and states- 
men cast of the iron curtain seem 
convinced that the United States 
and the Soviet union excntually 
will go to war, says Lt, Gen. Wal- 
ter Bedell Smith, 
former 
U. S. 
ambassador to Moscow. 


It would be "foolish 
to disre- 
gard the danger of war" that 
is 
inherent in the current ' situation. 
Smith says in his book, "My Three 
Years in Moscow," published 
to- 
morrow. 


Thus he warns, it is important 
to 
remember that the United 
States will be.forced to continue a 
cold war struggle "that may ex- 
tend over a period of many years," 
"We dare not allow ourselves 
any false sense of security," Smith 
writes. "We must anticipate that 
the Soviet tactic wiU be to atempt 
to wear us down, to exasperate us. 
to keep probing for weak spots, 
and we must cultivate 
firmness 
and patience to a degree which we 
have never before required." 
Smith's book hacks a sizeable 
chunk in the iron curtain for a re- 
vealing look at what goes on be- 
yond it. The book covers the criti- 
cal period in U. S.-Soviet relations 
from March 1946. when he 
ar- 
rived in Moscow amid 
gradually 
rising tension, until the 
end of 


1948, when the cold war was rag- 
ing. 


"The K r e m lin," says Smith. 
has embarked on an aggressive 
line of action which carries with it 
the possibility of war. That 
dan* 
ger is enhanced by the communist 
belief in the inevitability jf such 
a conflict. However, the Kremlin's 
test of the desirability of any pol- 
icy presumably is whether it will 
yield a substantial gain in achiev- 
ing the ultimate objective of world 
communism under the Bolshevik 
dictatorship without great risk." 
Thus, he says, Stalin may think 
Russia better prepared after 10 or 
more years of peace, with the pop- 
ulation refreshed and more 
live- 
year 
plans 
behind 
the 
Soviet 
union. Smith docs not say so but 
the possibility of Stalin's death — 
he is now 70 — cannot be ovc-.r- 
looked in such a line of reasoning. 
One way or another it would liave 
to profound effect on the course of 
history.

"That stuff's for patients, dar- 
ling," he anstversd marrily. "Cal- 
orics and vitamins and things like 
that. For me, I eat what I 
like, 
and flourish just as well so why 
torture myself unnecessarily?" 


This was my first initiation into 
the well-known double 
standard 
"Do as I say, not as I do" principle 
that most doctors follow; but even 
so, I 
was 
scarcely 
surprised. 
How often 1 have watched 
in- 
telligent men and women in res- 
taurants pull out lists similar in 
appearance to racing sheets 
to 
guide themselves by before 
dar- 
ing to order, like fanatic astrolo- 
gists consulting the stars in their 
horoscopes before an airplane trip. 


How often and with fascination, 
I would see them turn in horror 
from certain edibles, as if 
they 
were dipped in arsenic, with the 
proud refrain: "My doctor says 
I mustn't 
eat 
grapefruit" 
or 
"I'm not allowed potatoes": while 
other foods, like lettuce or turnips, 
would be greeted as if they were 
the elixir of life from the fountain 
of youth itself. And how 
often, 


in certain particular cases I have 
known, I would be shocked to dis- 
cover that tomorrow's prohibition 
was yesterday's gravy, and 
vice 
versa, with none of the serious fol- 
lowers any the wiser or in 
the 
least perturbed. 
"That's 
true 
enough," 
John 


would always say when I pointed 
this out. "The reason a diet for 
the same ailment for the same per- 
son changes radically from month 
to month is not that doctors arc 
crazy liars or fools, 
but 
that 
medical science 
itself 
doesn't 
really know the final answer, and 
is just groping. Nobody 
argues 
much about what a diabetic should 
eat, because that's been 
conclu- 


sively proved. But

doctors will give you 10 different 
diets to follow for something, say, 
like hypertension, high blood pres- 
sure- to you and none are right or 
wrong."

know. Starting at 6, each of his 
children is given an allowance that 
is increased every year. 
This 


must cover certain specific things 
and all their little treats. 
Each 
child has its own savings bank 
and in this a certain percentage 
of the money must go as soon as 
it is paid 
the 
child. 
This 
to 
teach it the habit of saving and 
that it must look for the future. 


The older children's allowance is 
increased to cover their clothes, 
and they are 
permitted 
to buy 
these under a certain 
direction 


from the mother, but if the fancy 
of one is caught by some inap- 
propriate garment and it insists 
upon having it he or she is per- 
mitted to buy it, but is. made to 
wear it, no matter how much he 
or she comes to hate it. Thus is 
inculcated a lesson in careful buy- 
ing. 


Often the children want 
more 
money than their allowance. This 
is never given them as a present, 
but they are permitteed to earn 
it. Some task is always kept where- 
by the child can make money by 
working for it. John 
wants 
50 
cents. All right. He can sweep the 
sidewalk or bring in coal or scrub 
a flopr or mend something that is 
broken. Mary wants a dollar. She 
can wash the dishes or darn socks 
or take care of the baby. Thus 
are the children made to realize 
that if you want more 
money 


you can get it by work. A salutary 
lesson that no youngster will ever 
forget. 


Dear Dorothy Dix: Why are peo- 
ple afraid that a divorced woman 
will not make a success of a sec- 
ond marriage? I see many mar- 
ried women with wonderful hus- 
bands, who give no thought 
to

Manchester, N. H., Jan. 4 — < — 
A popular young country doctor 
was under indictment today on a 
first degree murder charge In the 
mercy killing of an irtcurnBlfi can- 
cer patient. ' 


The Hillsboro county grand jury 


returned the indictment Jate yes- 
terday against Dr. Hermann N. 
Sander, 40, father of three chil- 
dren, in the death of Mrs: Abbie 
Borroto, 59 wife of a Manchester 
oil salesman. 
. Amotog five witnesses appearing 
before the jury were 
a 
nurse 


who authorities said, unwittingly 
assisted the physician in injecting 
air into his patent's system, and 
a hospital librarian who called Dr. 
Sander's report to the attention of 
superiors. 


The state charges the air, in- 
jected into the veins, hastened the 
end of the cancer-ridden patient as 
she lay near death Dec. 4 at Hills- 
boro county hospital in Goffstown. 
The doctor's hospital report con- 
tained a notation of the air injec- 
tions. 


The jury deliberated three hours 
before returning Its report to a 
courtroom Sprinkled wito a dozen 
spectators. Dr. Sander was not 
present. He .remained at home. 
Judge Westcott set arraignment 


for tomorrow at 10 a. m. (EST). 
court attaches said It is possible 
the doctor may go on trial at the 
present session 
which sits until 
March. 


The penalty for first degree mur- 
der is death by hanging or life im- 
prisonment at the discretion of the 
jury. 


The indictment charged specifi- 
cally that Dr. Sander injected "10 
cubic centimeters of air lour times 
in close succession x, x well know- 
ing the said air injection to be suf- 
ficient to cause death.". 


Authorities quoted experts as say- 


ing that air clogs the passage of 
blood through the heart and, given 
in 
sufficient 
quantities, 
causes 
death. 


Dr. Sander, under instruction of 


counsel, r e ma 1 n e d tight- lipped 
after receiving word of the indict- 
ment. A member of the legal firm 
handling his case said, however, 
that he.was "greatly saddened by 
the news." 


Reginald .Borroto, husband of the 
dead woman, 
said 
he and his 
daughter were "t e r r i b 1 y sad- 
dened" upon hearing of the indict- 
ment. Earlier, he had
